Herald, argying ngaiost suck m t|ie com 
mumty as stile talk of peacej even on condi- 
tion of recognizing the Montgomery fac- 
tion, thus shows the futility of their calcvila 
tiona, and the unavoidable necessity of war: 


But the case does not stop heru. Yiejd 


to the imper.jouademau.ds of these rebels— 
acknowledge their independence and perfect 
equality—and yet you hare not paid the 
once that will sec,ttre peace. The very day 
ihe "confederate states" are made a nation 
to be treated with, an opening m made for 
demands without number. An equal cfitis 
ion of the, public lanrjs would be insisted 
upon , an _et[Ual dWlsfon of the navy and of 
all military pioperty. Tn case of the attach 
ment(0f thelborder states'to" the' confedera- 
cy, an! entire sdrrender of the public build- 
ings in Washington would be. requiied.— 
The confederation would impose its own 
terms upon the navigation of theMisaisSip 
pi. But, gaying nothing of such matters af 
feeling merely material interests, claims 
would be made in'reference to the surrender 
of fugitive graves, the unchecked expansion 
of the area of slavery, and the impunity of 
the slave trade, whfch would involve a com- 
plete abnegation qf every cherished septi- 
nient of the north, and ' from which there 
could be no escape if^our policy .is to be 
regulated' by the maxim—peace at any 
price. Those stateis have pro.claitned to the 
"world that their supreme ..inter"est and'cop- 
cern. is slavery—that it is for" that," and that 
alone, tKat they have Bacrificed their place 
in the bid .Union, and. are ready to accept 
either"peace or war. If we take this as. 
they themselves state it, why should not the i 
supreme necessity of fostering .and'fortify•• 
ing their institution control their future as 
well as their present? And if we n^re to ac- 
knowledge it and yield'to it now, under ths: 
penalty of war, why may not the aame thing 
be required for all time to come? Are th« 
interests of slavery to become less urgent ? 
Is the imrjerious, exacting spirit ofrthe: 
south to chatige? 
When was it ever known 


that such a spirit was propitiated by con- 
cession so long as anything was left which 
was valued? There must be a stand some- 
where, or else complete sacrifice. 


The ouly true policy is, to meet the issue 


now and settle it definitely, even though it 
cost bloodshed. If bloiva are to be struck, 
it is infinitely better that it should be dor,;; 
in the vindication of ri'/at and authority in 
the outset, than for ulterior cause—infinite- 
ly better that it should be in the name and 
for the sake of the Union, than for the re- 
fusal of some new demands after the Union 
has been ignotniuiously surrendered. If a 
firm attitude can ever secure ponce, it niu^t 
bo now, before compliance becomes a prece- 
dent. Aud if we must have war, it must bo 
shorter and eaaier when the contest is witli 
a mere isolated rebellious fraaraent than 
when it is with an independent nationality, 
invested with all national attributes and 
privileges. The raeresinglu powerof grant- 
ing letters of marque, which the smallest 
independent state may do, would in itseif 
render the confederacy .tea times more for- 
raidnblu as a recognized nationality, than it 
ever can be so long as it occupies simply 
the. position of a revolted section. In H 
contest now, they can sanction no privateers 
which the. nations will recognize or treat 
otherwise than as pirates. In a contest af- 
ter their independence is acquired, our com- 
merce would be preyed upon with impunity. 
And a contest, we have said, must come, 
sooner or later, either in the Union or out of 
it, unless this imperious spirit, that abuses 
our love of peace by making unlimited de- 
mands and imposing nnconditional terms — 
the spirit which displayed itself so conspic- 
uously at Fort Snrater, is now checked and 
curbed orice for all. " Generous forbearance, 
up to the point when forbearance sinks into 
weakness and ignominy, is what all should 
approve. 
Nothing should be denied thnt 


can consistently be allowed, if peace shall 
be the fruit of it. But to yield blindly and 
implicitly, simply because the thing is de- 
manded; and bloo_d;will be shed if the de- 
mand is refused, is the most miserable stu- 
pidity, "as well as tho most contemptible ab- 
jectness. Peace can be secured in no such 
rrlode; and the war that would finally break 
it would be all tho more terribU for having 
been preceded by such unavailing humilia- 
tions.

PATBIOTISM OF ADOPTED CITIZENS.—The 


alacrity and zeal with which our adopted 
citizens have rallied to the defense of the 
government is most honorable to them and 
most auspicious of success to -the national 
cause. The Albany Evening Journal has 
the following pleasant paragraph on the 
subject:—" In visiting the seat of war, we 
are pleasantly impressed by the numerous, 
disciplined, soldierly legions of adopted-cit- 
izens. We say pleasantly impressed, be- 
cause we have ever insisted that in the hour 
of real peril, ihis class of citizens would be 
trne to their allegiance."1 The'New York 
sixty-ninth, an Irish regiment, has, from the 
day it landed at Annapolis, besides doing 
its regularicamp duty, labored as hard as 
ita men ever labored at home. And all is 
done cheerfully. There'are three splendid 
German regiments, from the cities of New 
York and Brooklyn ; and there is a very 
large infusion of the German and Irish ele- 
ment in the Twenty-fifth (Albany) and oth- 
er regiments. 
There are, also, Poles and 


Italians in the service.- And la-si;, though 
by no means least, comes the Seventy-ninth 
(Scotch) regiment, than which it is difficult 
to find truer men or" better soldiers. • The 
sons of Britain, too, equally devoted and 
patriotic, are organizing - their legion for 
service. 
So that of the troops at Washing- 


ton and Fortress Monroe, there cannot be 
less than ten or twelve thousand adopted 
citizens." . ' '
